6. (Currently Amended) An absorbent structure according to Claim 1, wherein 
the partially neutralised supcrabsorbcnt material is placed in the whetting region and 
conventional superabaprbent material having a degree of neutralization greater than the 
neutralization of the partially neutralized superabsorbent material has a degree of 
neutralization of about 70% is placed outside the wetting region .

13. (New) The absorbent structure according to Claim 12, wherein the 
superabsorbent material having a degree of neutralization greater than the degree of 
neutralization of the partially neutralized superabsorbent material has a degree of 
neutralization of about 70%.
